In 1888 the number of voters “‘intimidated,”’ 
or who did notcast a ballot in the northern 
republican states, exceeded the same class in all 
democratic states by more than 1,000,000. 

In 1584 Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Massachusetts cast but little over sixty 
per cent of their total Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas cast at the same elec- 
tion over seventy-one per cent of their total 
vote. So that the assumption of suppression 
is unjust. 

3. The crowning injustice consists in the 
fact that at the south we have the extremely 
delicate and difficult task of dealing with two 
races—-the former slaves, ignorant, stispicious, 
easily excited and inflamed by bad white 
men, and the former masters, taught by sad 
experience how dangerous to the well-being 
of both races is negro supremacy or 
the presence of federal election officials 
politically hostile to southern whites, and filled 
with prejudice against them. 

Such a condition of affairs existing no where 
else in this union ought, we think, to command 
the sympathy of our countrymen at the north,

Many democrats favor a retaliation in the 
shape of a boycott and heartily approve what 
THe Constitution has said. There are other 
democrats, however, who think such & course 
would be unwise, on the grounds that the sys- 
tem of boycotting in the first place is all 
wrong, and that by so doing we would injure 
ourselves and friends as much as our enemeis. 

THE DRIFT OF DISCUSSION. 

Senators, members and politicians around 
the capitol are discussing little ‘save THE 
Constitution's editorial. The New York, 
and, indeed, all the northern papers of today, 
discuss it editorially, and it las ereated a 
genuine sensation. 

Governor Gorden’s telegraphic letter to the 
New York Herald, strongly endorsing it, has 
also becn read. by everybody here, and, indeed, 
the boycott matter is the political question of 
the hour. 

The New York Herald is of the opinion that 
asouthern boycott would solidify the north 
politically, and that if carried out, New York 
would rollup alarge republican majority. 

Other. papers, however, realize that Tur 
CONSTITUTION’S idea was to boycott our ene- 
mies in the north, and think it the proper 
thing. 

The majority of democratic senators, when 
appruached, preferred not to discuss the ques- 
tion at length, .on account ‘of the 
force Dill being now pending before 
the senate. The majority of © them 
were of the opinion that there » would 
be no necessity for a boycott, as. they did not 
believe the republicans could muSier up 
enough men to pass the measure through the 
senate. However, here area few brief crit- 
icisms from leading defocratic senators and 
representatives of both the north and south: 

MR. CANDLER TALKS. 

Mr. Candler, of Georgia, said: “I believe 
in the boycott plan only as far as our enemies 
are concerned. The business men of the north- 
ern cities are with us, and I do not believe in 
injuring a friend to punish an enemy. New 
York, Boston and Baltimore are democratic 
cities. Their business men are opposed to the 
law, so I would not boycott these, but I would 
close down on Philadelphia, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati, for those cities have always been 
against us.” 

THE IDEA A GOOD ONE. 

Judge Crisp said: “THe ConstiTuTiIon’s idea 
is a good one. Presumably a representative by 
his vote reflects the views of his constituents, 
and constituencies wlvch approve the force 
bill have no reason to expect, and should not 
receive, custom and trade from the people 
whose material prosperity is seriously menaced 
by the provisions of that bill. All things being 
equalin trade asin other things, we should 
discriminate in favor of our friends as against 
our enemies.’’ 

SOUTHERN MERCHANTS WOULD BE JUSTIFIED. 

Senator Butler, of South Carolina: “I 
think the southern merchants would be justi- 
fiable in refusing to do business with any 
northern city, not only on account of its advo- 
cacy of the force bill, but on account of the 
bitterness, vituperation and misrepresentation 
of the south. I, however, do not think it ad- 
visable for the south totake any concerted 
action in regard to the force bill yet awhile. 
The chances are the bill will not pass.” 

SHOULD RESIST BY ALL MEANS. 

Senator Vance, of North Carolina: ‘I think 
we should resist the passage of the force bill 
by all legal and constitut@fMnal methods, and 
appeal to the sober, conservative sentiment of 
the north to aid us,but if it does pass we should 
take the advice of the town clerk of Ephesus, 
and do nothing rash. However, the republi- 
cans are not going to pass this bill.” 

AN OHIO CONGRESSMAN TALKS, 

Representative Ouhwaite, of Ohio: ‘The 
bill is a blow at the prosperity ofthe south; I 
would not encourage threats, but I would en- 
courage remonstrances from commercial, manu- 
facturing, mining, railroad interests and the 
Farmers’ alliance. Tho most vindictive mani- 
festations against the south in connection with 
this bill, came fromm members locally interested 
in the success of the Chicago worlds’ fair. If 


- their constituencies entertain such sentiments 


as they expressed, they hardly want any peo- 
ple from the south to attend the exposition,” 
SENATOR COLQUITT WILL BE READY. 

Senator Colquitt, of Georgia: “I have not 
considered any particular means of fighting 
the force bill should it become a law. My 
mind has been given to a consideration of the 
means of defeating it in the senate and pre- 
venting such an outrage upon our people... An 
expressior of opinion as to retaliatory meas 
ures, before the bill has passed, might be an 
obstacle in the way of its defeat when the time 
comes. I will be ready to co-operate in any 


measures to protect our people from fts disas- 


trous consequences.”’ 
AMOS CUMMINGS TALKS. 

Congressman Amos Cummings,of New York: 
‘T feel as though the south would be justified 
in taking any steps that she sees fit, to pre- 
vent the of this bill. ‘She must bear 
in mind that the bill -bears heavily upon New 
York and other democratic cities in the north. 
It is really a bill to retain and not return to 
the people the power conferred upon the 
majority of the house of -representatives 
elected two years ago, I believe it to be as 
subversive of the liberties of the country as 


was the action of the municipal assembly in

They are the opposition leaders, and at 
present have a few followers. These men are 
decidedly opposed to the passage of such a 
measure, They think it bad politics, and say 
that it will injure their party more than the 
democrats. Again, they are opposed to allow- 
ing Reed to bulldoze the senate, and are 
using that argument to advantage in 
the fight. 
A TRADE PROPOSED. 

Today one of these men approached a few 
of the democratic leaders, and asked whether,if 
they were given assurances that-the foree — bill 
would not be acted upon at all at this session, 
by the senate, they would agree to cut short 
the tariff debate in orderthat congress might 
adjourn by the first of September. 

The democratic leaders replied that they 
would willingly enter into such an agree- 
ment, and now the republicans who oppose 
the force bill are attempting, by bulJdozing 
some themselves, to persuade the Hoar- 
Spooner-Sherman party into making such an 
agreement. The principal argument of the op- 
position is that if the rabid element refuses to 
agree, and determines to force the bili before 
the senate, enough republican yotes will be 
polled against it to-defeat it. 

SENATOR INGALLS GIVES A HINT. 

Senator Ingalls today informed a democratic 
senator that he was opposed to changing the 
rules. 

‘*Without it you cannot pass the force bill,” 
replied the democrat. 

To this Senator Ingalls replied that he did 
not beliove the senate rules should be changed 
for any such purpose, and that he did not 
think any bill was so important as to require 
such methods. 

This is taken to mean that Ingalls is really 
opposed to the force bill, and that he is one of 
the nuinber who would like to see it smoth- 
ered in the senate calendar. 

Considering all this, there isa strong senti- 
ment today among the opponents of the bill of 
both parties, that it will not be acted upon 
this session. However, Reed and Harrison 
are still nagging away at the senate, and the 
Sherman-Hoar-Spooner-Chandler crowd are 
nsing the party whip with vigor. They will 
call another caucus the latter part of 
this week and attempt to drive all their party 
into line. It is, however, going to be a rough 
and tumble fight in the caucus, with the 
chances slightly in favor of the advocates of the 
bill. However, if Teller, Plumb, Walcott and 
the otherrepublican opponents remain firm, 
and announce positively that they will vote 
against the billin the senate, they can whip 
the fight, and the unjust force bill will go over 
unacted upon, which will really mean its 
death.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Immediately after 
the reading of the journal, voting began on the

The first vote was on the Adams substitute, 


@efining original packages. It was lost—3s 


to 115. 

The house then proceeded to vote on the 
house substitute for the senate bill. The fol- 
lowing is the house measure: 

That whenever any article of commerce is im- 
ported into any state from any other state, terri- 
tory or foreign nation, and there held or offered 
for sale,the same shall then be subject to the 
laws of such state; provided, that no discrimina- 
tion shall be made by any state in favor of its 
citizens against those of other states or territo- 
ries in respect tothe sale of any article of com- 
‘merce. Norin faver of its own ee ge against 
those of a like character produced in other 
etates or territories. Nor shall the transportation 
of commerce through any state be obstructed, 
except in the necessary enforcement of the 
health laws of such state. 

As the vote progressed, it was evident that 
the result was very doubtful, and great inter- 
est was manifested. At the end of the first 
call the attirmatives had a majority of one, and 
at the end of the second call that majority was 
neither increased nor diminished. 

Then came changes of votes. Fully two 
dozen changes were made, and in tie altera- 
tion the atiirmative came out triumphant, the 
vote being announced as yeas 109, nays ‘4.

Owing to the many changes of votes made, 
the vote, as announced by the speaker, was 
not absolutely correct.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—In the senate, the 
bill giving a pension of $3,000 a year to Mrs. 


Jessie Fremont was reported from the com+ 


mittee on pensions, and placed on the calen- 


dar. 

The senate proceeded to the consideration 
of the Indian appropriation bills. The par- 
agraph having been reached in regard to the 
removal of the northern band of Cheyennes to 
a permanent settlement, together upon one of 
the existing reservations in South Dakota, 
Wyoming or Montana, a motion was made by 
Mr. Pettigrew to strike eut South Dakota. 
He said that there were already 25,000 In- 
dians in that state, and thatjno more Indians 
were wanted there. 

‘‘How long will they last,’’ Mr. Morgan 
queried, and he added, “I think they will 
have short shift.’’

THE CLOUD BURST 


And the Water Swept Everything Down 
the Valley. 

Denver, Col,, July 22.—At midnight last 
night occurred a terrific catastrophe that has 
temporarily isolated towns up Clear creek 
canyon from the world. An immense cloud 
burst near the forks of the creek, pouringa 
deluge of water within the narrow walls of the 
canyon. It completely demolished two iron 
railway bridges at the forks, and as far 
as can be learned, annihilated all structures 
in the vicinity. The restaurant, depot and 
out houses were swept away by the flood. 
Fortunately, it is believed, no lives were lost. 
The immense column of water, laden with 
wreckage, went tearing down the canyon, 
with the resultthat today, from the fork to 
Golden, there is scarcely a _ vestige 
of railroad left. A greater’ portion 
of the roadbed is washed away, and 
all means of communication are destroyed. 
After the cloud burst, a furious hail storm set 
in, and it is reported that haii half a foot deep 
is lying inthecanyon. At 11 o’clock this 
morning a train loaded with bridge timbers 
and conveying 200 men, left Denver for the 
scene of destruction. It will be about three 
days before the road is repaired. - 

IT WAS A CYCLONE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, July 22.—A special from 
Fargo says: Details from the cyclone are 
meage.r The only thing learned is that the 
storm struck Bower, Clifford and Galesburg, 
about twelve miles northwest of Hunter in 
the southern portionjof Trail Land in the north- 
ern part of Cass county. It was the regulation 
cyclone, tearing and twisting across the coun- 
try, leveling buildings and destroying crops. 
Five persons were killed outright and a man 
and his wife probably fatally injured near 
Clifford. ‘Wires to branch lines are prostrated 
and particulars will be late, as reporters must 
drive a number of miles to a telegraph station. 
A hail storm also did considerable damage to 
the crops about twelve miles south of Fargo. 


ROASTED TO DEATH. 


A Family of Four Persons Perish in a Cin- 
cinnati Fire. 


CINCINNATI, July 22.—At a quarter before 
11 o’clock tonight a double alarm rang out from 
box 16. The engines dashed down to the pub- 
lic landing to find a house, No. 44 Front street, 
all ablaze. It was a four story brick, known 
as the John Christie tenement house. The 
first story was occupied by Solomon Menski, 
as a second-hand store. All the other floors 
were occupied as tenements, and while the 
flames were eating their way to the roof there 
were thirty people in the building. The great 
crowd on the outside shouted to the police, 
who arrived first, and to the firemen, 
who arrived later, that people _in- 
side were burning up. With com- 
mendable bravery the police, groping 
into the deadly suffocating darkness, began 
the work of rescuing. The firemen arriving, 
fire ladders and lanterns were brought into 
requisition, ond the work of rescuing the burn- 
ing and recovering the dead kept pace with 
that of extinguishing, or rather, of checking 
the fire. he building was practically de- 
stroyed. In the second story were two fami- 
lies of ten persons; in the third were 
two more, numbering ten persons; in the 
fourth were two lamilies, also numbering ten 
persons. The Menski family occupied rooms 
in the rear of the store and bere all the fatali- 
ties occurred. The dead are Menski, his wife 
and two children. Tworpersons injured are 
likely to die and it is safd@ some are missing. 


A GOOD CONSTITUTION. 


The United States of Brazil Starting off 
Right, 

Rio Janerro, July 22.—The constitution 
of the United States of Brazil greatly resem- 
bles that of the United States of America, 
after which it was copied. It provides that 
the president and vice-president shall be 
elected indirectly through an electoral college 
forthe term of six years. Members of the 
senate will be elected by state 
legislatures for the term of i nine 
years. Members of the chamber of repre- 
sentatives will be elected by popular vote, and 
their term will be three years. There will be 
a supreme federal tribunal, consisting of fifteen 
judges, who will be appointed for life. There 
will be a federal judicial system, and the cap- 
ital of the republic will constitute a federal dis- 
trict similar tothe District of Columbia, but 
with the privilege of representation in the 
chambers and the right to choose presidentia] 
electors like any state. All the old provinces 
will be transferred into self-governing states. 
With the exception of persons who cannot 
read or write, mendicants, privates in the army 
and members of religious orders, the right of 
suffrage will be universal. Religious freedom 
will be guaranteed, the church and the state 
will be separated and civil marriages will be 
made obligatory.

FROM CENTRAL L AMERICA. 


Costa Rica and Nicaragua Sign a Treaty 
With Guatemala. 


City or Mexico, via Galveston, July 22.— 
Specials from Guatemala say that the minis- 
ters of Costa Rica and Nicaragua yosseruey 
signed with Guatemala a treaty of alliance. 
They demand of General Ezeta, in the hame 
of United Central America, first, that he leave 
supreme command in Salvador; second, that 
a legal regime be established in accordance 
with the Salvador constitution as befote June 
24d, the date of the assassination of President 
Menendez : and third, that general amnesty 
be granted to all who partici pated in the revo- 
Intionaiy movement in Salvador. Honduras 
bound herself to the alliance by a previous 
treaty with Guatemala. Guatemala is 
daily i increasing her forces on the Salvador 
frontier. Commanders are ordered to remain 
on the defensive. One general disobeyed this 
order and has been subjected to court martial. 

The report of the defeat of the Guatemal- 
ians by the Salvadorians is declared to be un- 
true. It was only a defeat of Salvadorian in- 
surgents, it is said. 

A special from Chapas,near the Guatemalian 
frontier, says that the revolutionary movement 
against President Barrillas, of Guatemala, has 
obtained considerable headway, and that 
Barrillas is preparing for it. A representative 
of Salvador here has shown to the Assoctated

{olonel Leonidas Livingston is _ presi- 
dent of the State Farmers’ alliance, and 
a man of unbounded ambition. One 
year ago, When he was elected president of the 
alliance, it was at once predicted that he 
would be in the race for the!governorship. Hon, 
W. J. Northen, president of the State Agricul- 


tnral society, was already in the race for that 
‘ : 


office, and for a few months it looked asif the 
farmers would havea red hot fight, and kill 
themselves out of politics. It was conceded 
that Governor Gordon, whose time was about 
toexpire, would succeed Senator Joseph E. 
Brown in the United States senate. 
The soldier yote which put Gor- 
don in the gubernatorial chair 
four years ago was so strong and enthusiastic

A STROKE OE LIGHTNING. 


That's Whatthe Coroner's Jury Says Caused 
Aaron Lowe’s Death. 

An inquest was held over the body of Aaron

TRIAL FOR LUNACY,

| The Sad Story ot His Case, and How Serious 


It Might Have Been—He Attempts Mur- 
der and Then Suicide. 


Itisasad story that comes from Flowery 
Branch telling of the evidences of insanity in 
the case of- Professor J. W. Stephens, princi- 
pal of the Flowery Branch academy. 

Only a few days ago he was regarded as one 
of the brightest and most promising young 
men among the school teachers of Georgia. 

Today he will be tried for lunacy by the or- 
dinary of Hall county, in Gainesville. 

The story of the sudden attack of lunacy 
upon this brilliant mind is horrible through- 
out, abounding in frightful tragedy, and almost 
resulting in suicide and murder. ie 

Last Tuesday night the neighbors of Pro- 
fessor Stephens were awakened at midnight 
by the terrified cries of Mrs. Stephens, who 
frantically called for help. 

She h been awakened by her husband, 
who had_ gotten out of bed and 

rasping a razor, threatened to kill her and 

is two daughters, saying he had been told 
to do it. 

Her screams frightened him away, and, 
jumping out of a window, he went to the well 
in the yard, avowing he would kill himself by 
taking opium. 

Returning to the house, he seized his razor 
and said to his wife: 

“T’ve taken the morphine, but to make the 
thing certain, I’m going to cut my throat.”’ 

When several neighbors appeared on the 
scene they found him standing Sedere @ mirror 
feeling for his jugular vein, swearing he was 

oing to cut it with the razor which he held in 

1is hand. 

,He was seized by the men and a 
doctor was called to administer an 
antidote for the morphine. This was done,but 
nothing could relieve his delirium. 

Since that time the man has been frantically 
insane. Heswearshe has been commanded 
to kill his family and intends to do it. 

Until yesterday he had been guarded at home 
night and day by some of the neigh- 
bors, but on Saturday night he 
jumped from a window of the house while his 
guard was asleep, and when found was lying 
on the railroad track half clothed, muttering 


‘a wild intention to wait for the train to take 


him to Lexington. 

He was taken to Gainesville yester- 
day, and is now in “jail at that 
place to be tried today for lunacy. 

Those who are familiar with the case say 
there is hardly a doubt but that he will be ad- 
judged insane. 

WHO HE IS. 

Professor Stephens is a relative of the late 
Alexander H. Stephens. 

He graduated at the State university several 

years ago, and has been teaching school with 
abundant success since that time. 
_ He married a young lady from Baltimore 
not many years ago, who with two little 
children must mourn this sad ending of his 
promising life. 

Mrs. Stephens, it is said, will leave soon for 
the home of her parents in Baltimore.

FOR 1890 1T IS NEAREY SIX HUN- 
DRED AND FIFTY THOUSAND. 


Last Year It Was 490,708.14, the Largest in 
the History of the State—Snelson's Bill 
Proven a Failure. 


The gross amount of the school fund for 1890 
is $643,420.14. 

‘The figures are given by Captain C. M. Fur- 
low, of the comptrollorgeneral’s department. 

‘‘And that,’’ remarked the captain, as the 
figuring was completed, ‘1s the high-water 
mark in the history of education in this state. 
Jast year the net amount was $490,708.14, the 
largest ever known up to that date. 

‘From the gross amount $645,420.40 is to be 
deducted the expense account of the commis- 


| sidner's office, $4,764.09, leaving a net aurount 


of $638,656.05. 

“Of that amount, you remember, $330,000 
was raised on the special tax of one mill. Last 
year the amount raised in this way, by levy, 
was $165,000. 

.'*The fund this year would have been larger 
Hut for Snelson’s bill, passed by the last legis- 
Jature, reducing the inspection fees on fertil- 
izers from 50 cents to 10 cents. Last year the 
inspection fees added $92,186 to the school 
fund; this year it was only $17,451.

ining the difference between the old method 
of teaching a living language and what is 
now called the natural , the professor 
entered vigorously upon his» subject. 
He teaches by the natural method, and paid 
Dr. J. Colton Lynes a high compliment by 
stating that he had been led ten years ago into 
the adoption of this method by hearing his 
lecture, delivered in the city of Macon, before 
the Georgia Teachers’ association. 

Professor Brinktey explained that the nat- 
ural method begins with the spoken language, 
acting out every word he spe the pupil 
imitating and repeating until he is able to re- 

rroduce intelligently all the teacher has said. 
Vhen the “e is able to pronounce and use 
correctly all the words of the lesson, then the 
book is given him and he reads fluently and 
naturally. This enables him to praetice at 
home the lesson that has already been taught 
and read in class. 

The German language is ‘peculiarly adapted 
to the natural method of study, because the 
little words that make so large a part of our 
every day talk are generaly the same or very 
nearly the samein English and in German. 
The lesson should be so graded as touse at first 
those words only’as are common to German 
and English,then new words are to be brought 
in gradually and explained by the 
words already learned. If any translation is 
necessary let it be translation into real life, 
not translation into the corresponding English 
terms, as in the old method. Lastof all 
grammar is taken up in order to give system 
and order, and thus preserve what has already 
been learned practically. The grammar is the 
roof instead of the foundation. 

Of course, no one can masterany language 
in asix weeks’ course, but by devoting three 
hours a day for thirty-six days to earnest 
work in the class room, then at least two 
hours a day te private study, adiligent student 
can reasonably expect to be able to ginderstand 
the common every. @ay easy’ talk of native 
Germans, and to make himself understood in 
reply. But the pronunciation can be learned 
correctly in six weeks, and a sure foundation 
can be laid for tlie further study of the lan- 
guage witheut a teacher. 


a 


The results of the natutal method are far 


more satisfactory than thos@ of the old method, 
The natural method is properly the scientific 
method, for it is founded upon reality. 
Scientific teachers *®everywhere are _ insist- 
ing that the real thing shall, if possible, be 
set before the people, and not some 
mere symbol of the reality. Now when we 
como to consider a language as the object 
of study, tho real thing is the spoken language ; 
talking is the reality. The written language 
being only a system of arbitrarysigns, invented 
to represent the reality, therefore, the natural 
method founded upon a reality is the true 
scientific method. The old method *shonuld be 
called grammar method, then everybody would 
know what a dry, unnatural, dead thing it is, 
and how faraway from any semblance to a 
reality. 

Within one year the pupil beginning with 
the spoken language will be able to read and 
enjoy the simple, sublime poetry of Schiller, 
just as a German reads and enjoys without 
thinking of the English words. 

Professor Brinkley then gave a lesson by 
forming his audience into a class, and thus il- 
lustrated practically the superiority of the 
natural method over any other.

Ww OWNER HELD FOR A RAN- 
SOM IN COLORADO.

is prother-in-Law Sent With the Money, 
_put Believed to Have Been Killed— 
Have Not Been Seen Since. 


GoLORADO Srrinas, Col., July 22,—This 
unity has been greatly excited for the 
past three weeks by the kidnapping of one of 
the most prominent business men and largest 
ranch owners in this section of the state. He 
rae respected by all, and his abduction Was as 
bold avd daring as any of the famous kidnap- 
igs of rich Englishmen and other travelers 
by Italian brigands, but in thiscase the ab- 
duttor was a bold and reckless Texan who had 
gome business relations with the man he took 
away into the mountains. 

The man who was kidnapped is Dr. D. F. 
Spinney. and he owned a large ranch in South 
Park. He had bought somo cattle, among 
others, from a Texan named Harris, who 
claimed Spinney had not paid within $2,000 of 
the sum he owed him. A dispute 
arose between them, and Spinney _re- 
fused to pay the claim, whereupon Harris 
armed himself with revolvers and bowie 
knives, and apprcaching Spinney, he said: 
“You come with me or 1’ll shoot you dead.”’ 
Spinney struggled to release himself, but being 
asmal! man he was easily overpowered, and 
by brute force and at the point of a revolver 
Harris forced Spinney into the mountains. 

Harris then, about Juiy Ist, sent word by an 
accomplice tothe town where Spinney be- 
longed, that he would hold his prisoner forjten 
days, Dut ifat the expiration ofthat time his 
release was not purchased by the payment of 
the $2,000 claimed, he would sheot his prisoner 
gead and leave for parts unknown. He also 
warned the people that if they sent more than 
one man in pursuit he would shoot his pris- 
oner dead, as. in his mountain fastness he 
could see who was approaching and not be 
seen. 

Knowing the character of the desperado and 
believing that Harris would keep his word, 
Spinney's brother-in-law, Mr. Thomas Har- 
rington, raised the money, and about.a week 
ago started out to pay the ransom and release 
Spinney. 

HHe started alone on horseback and ex- 
pected to be back within twenty-four hours, 
but nothing has been seen or heard of him 
since. A day or twoago some of his towns- 
men started out for the mountain in search 
of the men, but neither Spinney, Harris nor 
Harrington have been seen, nor any trace of 
then found. It is believed by all that Harris 
got the money and then murdered Harrington, 
after having made similar disposal of Spinney, 
and then disposed of their bodies inone of 
the many guiches in which the country 
abounds. 

Searching parties are now being organized 
to go in search of the missing men. They are 
al} well armed, and determined to avenge the 
death of Spinney, whom everybody liked. He 
leaves a large quantity of property in the way 
of stock and other possessions.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Whe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Dulliness and stagnation 
$n the stock market show no signs of abatement 
at present, and today fairly broke the record for 
dullness, while the lack of interest in dealings and 
the smallness of fluctuations have never been sur- 
passed. The street tinds nothing more interesting 
to talk about at present than the probable effects 
of the last announcement from the treasury de- 
partment in the matter of purchasing bonds. 
Brokers are prone to see in it another favorable 
factor for the future of the street, as it is evi- 
dently the first move in the task of getting down 
the surplus which has accumulated so fast of late. 
It is evident to the most casual observer, however, 
that the secretary will not be able to get much of 
it unless he raises his price, as offerings at his late 
ficures have dwindled down to insignificant 
amounts, and the street believes that this will be 
done. The bears have been looking forward to 
the time when crops will make such demands 
upon the financial resources of the country that 
there will be nothing left in New York banks with 
wh:ch to carry on bul! speculation, but the release 
of $105,000,000, or any large propartion of it, will 
evidently cause all their plans to miscarry. The 
last hope is, however, that holders of: government 
securities will demand such a high price that the 
secretary will refuse to pay it. In the market to- 
day Atchison and Sugar Refineries were most ac- 
tive, but transactions in neither were of such 
magnitude as to attract any attention whatever 
on even a quiet day, while the list in general was 
simply neglected. Sugar fluctuated over a range 
a little over 1 per cent, but it never got far away 
from the opening price until the last hour, when a 
little spurtsentitup 1 per cent. There was a 
feeble effort to get Atchison and some others off 
in the early trading, but the attempt was soon 
given up and enerything on the list relapsed into 
the most intense dullness. The strong features 
were Jersey Central and Citizens’ Gas, of Brook- 
iyn, which were brought fractionally in the last 
hour and helped to close the market firm at the 
best prices, which were only slightly better than 
those of the opening in most of the list.

NEW YORK, July 22—[Special.}—The Liverpoo) 
market this morning was 244@3 points higher for 
the near positions, but the spot sales were only

dence in the merits of cotton except as the exi- 
gencies of manipulation force its recognition, and 
this market closes at a decline of from 10@7 points.

We attach much 
importance to this expression of opinion, and as 
the main increase in the crop of 1690-91 is expected 
to come from the state of Texas, we are inclined to
